DR. VANNEVAR BUSH 
SAYS RUSSIA HAS 
TESTED 3 A-BOMBS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (UP)— 
Dr. Vannevar Bush, head of this 
country’s World War II military 
research, said yesterday Russia 
definitely has tested three atom 
bombs and is undoubtedly build- 
ing a stockpile now. 

Dr. Bush, now president of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton, told an American Automobile 
Association meeting: : 

“Take no comfort from stories 
that the explosions were acci- 
dental blasts or gigantic hoaxes, 
big explosions made to simulate 
A-bomb blasts. Russia has tested 
three A-bombs of the same type 
used on Japan.” 

Dr. Bush did not refer directly 
to Carlton S. Proctor, president 
of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, who said recently in 
Chicago he did not believe Rus- 
sia actually has any atom bombs. 

Dr. Bush said the automobile 
may offer the ‘best protection 
from the atomic bomb. He ex- 
plained that it gave the nation a 
chance to spread its industries 
and thereby become less vulner- 
able to atomic attacks. More and 
more factories should be moved 
into small towns, he said.

WHEELING, W. Va., Sept. 25 
(AP)—"“You’ré my boy.” 4. 

A deeply troubled young man 
heard Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
speak those words to him last 
night at the end of a long and 
rard journey. 

And Senator Richard M. Nixon 
broke into tears. 

He sobbed for a moment, put- 
ting his hands. to his. face. Then 
he was all right. It was‘ going to 
be all right. 

For the California Senator— 
central figure in an unusual po- 
litical drama—knew then, if he 
had not sensed it already, that 
Eisenhower wanted him to remain 
as the Republican candidate for 
Vice President and his running 
mate. 

The emotional scene took place 
in the central compartment of 
the four-engine plane that car- 
ried Nixon here for the quickly 
arranged meeting between the 
Senator and the general. 

Few saw it—only those who 
had traveled with Nixon from 
Missoula, Mont., where he kept a 
campaign commitment after de- 
livering his nation-wide television 
and radio report to the people 
on his finances. 

Eisenhower entered the char- 
tered DC-6 with a smile. He 
walked to where Nixon was wait- 
ing for him, amidship. They 
shook hands and Eisenhower put 
his arm around the 39-year-old 
Senator. 

“You didn’t have to come down 
here to meet me,” Nixon said. 

“You're my boy,” the general 
replied, and Nixon broke down. 

They were all smiles when they 
stepped to the door of the plane 
and waved to the cheering crowd 
that waited. 

A motorcade had followed Eis- 
enhower out of Wheeling up the 
winding mountain road to the air- 
port. As the general’s automo- 
bile came to a halt, he suddenly 
leaned over and laid his head on 
the shoulder of his wife, Mamie. 

Only those in the car behind 
saw him. They saw Mamie put 
her arm around him. She drew 
him to her as a woman does for 
the man she loves. And for a 
brief few moments she held him 
close to her. 

Then a crowd started toward 
their car. Eisenhower straightened 
up and he and Mamie drew apart. 

Out of the night Nixon’s plane 
roared toward the airport with 
wing lights winking. It landed 
and taxied to a point a few yards 
from the Eisenhower car. The 
general stepped out and strode 
between guards to the ship. 

He said to an aid: “Put Mamie 
in another car. I want to ride 
into town with Dick.” 

As a Nixon adviser remarked 
last night: “Nixon won this one.”

Should the initial promise of 
the digestive juice treatment be 
fulfilled, it may mean ultimate 
control of such ailments as blood 
clots following operations, ar- 
thritis, asthma, inflammations and 
infections. 

Dr. Irving Innerfield, an as- 
sistant physiology professor at the 
New York Medical College, who 
first hit on the idea of using the 
digestive chemical on blood ail- 
ments, described his results on 
these diseases as “sometimes spec- 
tacular.” 

Dr. Albert Holland, medical di- 
rector of the Armour Research 
Laboratories, which supplied the 
digestive juice, said that 40 lab- 
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oratories were investigating the 
new medicine and that several 
had corroborated Dr. Innerfield’s 
initial results. 

Dr. Harold Laufman, of North- 


‘} western University, who worked 


with the material, said that al- 
though he too had substantiated 
part of Dr. Innerfield’s observa- 
tions, it was still too early to 
tell if the method had wide appli- 
cation. 

The digestive juice used in the 
experiments was trypsin, extract- 
ed from the pancreas, which pro- 
duces the chemicals that break 
down food in the small intestines. 
Trypsin breaks down meat foods 
—protein,

indignity of discrimination. But 
their promised land has always 
proved to be a political mirage. 
It is time that leadership was 
put in the hands of those will- 
ing and able to advance the 
cause of equality of opportunity.

We are 
united behind the principle of de- 
centralized government as opposed 
to the focusing of governmental 
power in Washington. A federal 
plan, a federal blueprint, or a 
federal administrative order are 
certainly not the only ways to 
deal with the problems of -our 
daily lives. These should be a 
last, and not a first resort. For 
there are many problems which 
the people back home can solve 
better for themselves—whether in 
a village, or in an urban center, 
or in a state or wider region. 
Where federal action only can do 
the job, we shall be prompt and 
decisive in its use.

The first time he didn’t know 
{ was there, and let me tell you 
about that. You recall V-E day, 
and you recall after V-E day that 
Gen, Eisenhower came home.

I was in the Navy then; I had re- 
turned from the South Pacific and 
was completing my Navy service 
down on 50 Church street. And I 
remember looking out a window 
about 30 stories up as the parade 
with Gen. Eisenhower went by on 
the street below. 

The streets were crowded 
with people. There was tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. And my 
glimpse of him only was in that 
characteristic gesture of his— 
you know where he had his 
hands up, and I could see that 
he was smiling and I sensed 
then the magnetism, the warmth, 
the greatness, that not only 
makes him a wonderful candi- 
date, but is going to make him 
a great President of the United 
States.

HE biggest single political question mark hanging over the 
farm belt today is the attitude of the traditionally isolationist 
farmers of German descent. It was the swing of these German- 


American farmers that carried President Truman to his surprising 
victory four years ago. Yet today there probably is no more frus- 
trated group of voters in the country. 


That the German-American 
farmers constituted the balance 
of power in the 1948 election is 
not generally appreciated, al- 
though the evidence of the voting 
returns is irrefutable. "™ruman’s 
triumph has been credited to his 
pickup of farm votes in the five 
midwestern states of Ohio, Illi- 
nois, Minnesota, Wisconsin. and 
Iowa. In each of these, and other 
states as well, his most spectac- 
ular gains over Roosevelt’s 1944 
showing came in predominantly 
German-American areas. 

All of these counties follow an 
identical: voting pattern. Strong- 
ly Democratic in 1932 and 1936, 
they broke violently against 
Roosevelt in 1940—his heaviest 
losses in the country were in 
these counties—over the war. In 
1948, with Roosevelt dead, the 
second World War over, and fear 
of another depression widespread, 
these same German-American 
farmers returned to the Demo- 
cratic fold. 

In the country as a whole Tru- 
man’s popular vote ran consider- 
ably under Roosevelt’s showing 
four years earlier. But in many 
of these German-American town- 
ships, Truman more than doubled 
Roosevelt’s 1944 vote. 

Visiting these counties today— 
like Putnam in Ohio, Plymouth 
in Iowa, Shawano in Wisconsin 


or Clinton in Illinois—one finds | 


that they all share the identical 
feeling of frustration and disgust 
with both of the 1952 candidates.

Some talked seriously of backing 
the third party proposed by Col. 
Robert R. McCormick, the Chi- 
eago Tribune publisher. Others 
shrugged off questions about the 
election with the remark, “What 
difference does it make? They’re 
both Democrats.” 

“I was all set to vote for Taft, 
but I can’t vote for a military 
man” was a common answer giv- 
en me by farmers who supported 
Truman four years ago. Most of 
them made up their minds to vote 
Republican shortly after the out- 
break of the Korean war—“We’re 
tired of having a war every time 
there is a Democratic president.” 
When Gen. Eisenhower was nomi- 
nated, one of these farmers. re- 
called, “I felt I had no party.” 

Some justify their opposition 
to Eisenhower by recalling that 
their forbears left Europe to 
escape military conscription. 
Many of these counties are heay- 
ily Catholic with large families, 
which makes them particularly 
sensitive to the draft.

In all of these counties there 
persists a strong memory of op- 
position to both World Wars with 
Germany as tragic mistakes. Taft, 
they felt, shared their feelings 
about the last war. His emphasis 
on air power was widely inter- 
preted in these counties as prom- 
ising an end of the draft. ‘ 

Had Taft been the Republican 
nominee, the likelihood is that 
most of these German-American 
areas would have swung Repub- 
lican in spectacular reversal of 
what happened in 1948. As it is, 
even if he-tried, Taft could not 
“deliver” that strength to Eisen- 
hower. Most of the farmers I 
talked with, seeing no real dif- 
ference between the candidates 
on foreign policy, were inclined 
to let their voting be determined 
by other interests, mainly eco- 
nomic ones. 

Clarence Schroeder of Marion 
Township, Ia., can be taken as an 
example of the farmers who broke 
against Roosevelt because of the 
war but returned to support Tru- 
man four years ago. “I .would 
have voted for Taft,” he told me. 
“But I can’t vote for a military 
man. It’s the war I don’t like 
about the Democrats. Other than 
that I’ve had good times. I like 


the farm program. Guess I'll stick 
with the Democrats this time.”

Secretary Calls Eastern Zone ‘Terror- 
Stricken’ Area, Ridicules Soviet Conten-

French notes in answer to the most recent note from Moscow.

Big Three again rejected a Soviet proposal for a four-power meet- 
ing to deal first with a German peace treaty and then with the 
formation of an all-German government. 


Acheson declared in his state- 
ment that the Western powers 
“refuse to be distracted by at- 
tacks on extraneous subjects” 
such as an eventual German peace 
treaty and the North Atlantic 
treaty which .Moscow assailed in 
its note of Aug. 23. 

“We want to unify Germany,” 
Acheson said. “Therefore we want 
free elections. So we have asked 
the Soviets once more whether 
they are ready to do something 
about it.” 

Acheson ridiculed the Soviet 
contention that Moscow seeks the 
restoration of Germany as a 
“united, independent, peace-lov- 
ing democratic state.” He said 
this means no more than making 
Germany a Communist satellite. 

Describing East Germany as a 
terror-stricken area, Acheson said 
he thought “the free world will 
agree” that conditions in the zone 
must be changed if free elections 
are to be held there.

From the beginning this appeared to be the only 
thing he could do in view of the political limita- - 
tions he has already imposed on himself. 

Since the General apparently regards the loy- 
alty of the Republican right wing as the first 
essential of his campaign—so much so that he 
went to extreme lengths to secure the support 
of Senator Taft—he could not afford to drop 
Nixon if the right wing disapproved. And Sena- 
tor Taft, the lawgiver, made it clear the day 
after the Nixon story broke just what Gen. Eis- 
enhower could and could not do if he valued 
the sentiments of the right wing. Taft said Nixon 
had done no wrong and should be retained on 
the ticket. 

If the Republican nominee had taken bold and 
spirited action promptly, he might have set afire 
with enthusiasm the liberal Republicans, the 
independents and many Democrats who have 
been waiting for some sign of the strong moral 
leadership Gen. Eisenhower originally promised 
to offer. He had, however, already made the 
decision that the Old Guard Republicans were 
more important. 
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The Stevenson Fund 

On principle, we do not approve of Gov. Adlai 
E. Stevenson's private fund from which he has 
apparently supplemented the income of certain 
Illinois state employes. 

The practical problem the Governor sought to 
solve with this fund—that of attracting compe- 
tént people to state service in view of the dif- 
ferential between private and public salaries— 
is plain enough. But the solution he chose is full 
of dangers. 

One of these dangers is well illustrated by 
Gov. Stevenson's unwillingness to make public 
the names of contributors to the fund. He points 
out that none of the beneficiaries has ever known 
who the contributors were. He does not want 
them to know, either, for then the beneficiary 
might feel an obligation to the contributor. 

Privacy, in other words, is essential to the 
operation of the fund—and it is this very privacy 
that makes it undesirable. The compensation of 
state officials and the sources of that compensa- 
tion are public matters and ought to stay public. 

Also a public matter that ought to stay publie 
is the source and size of any contributions made 
to a public official, whether they be campaign 
contributions or something else. If Gov. Steven- 
son protected the beneficiaries against learning 
the identity of the contributors, he could not so 
protect himself. And if he knows, the public 
should know. 

The one sound solution, obviously, is adequate 
salaries for state employes. Pending achievement 
of that ideal, if there is to be any supplemental 
compensation to key men It ought to come out 
of a public fund and not a private one. Gov. 
Stevenson says he first considered the idea of a 
foundation or of private gifts to the state itself, 
but abandoned this as “impractical.” Some such 
plan would have been far preferable, however, 
to a secret fund which, if more “practical,” is 
also open to serious abuse. 

It was inevitable, of course. that the Stevenson 
fund should be introduced into the campaign as 
an offset to the Nixon fund. Anybody who wants 
to see identical principles in the two funds is 
free to do so, and given the heat of this cam- 
paign no argument is likely to be very effective 
in dissuading those who do. 

Our own conviction is that the two funds dif- 
fered in one essential respect—namely that the 
purpose of the Nixon fund was to build up 
Nixon, whereas the purpose of the Stevenson 
fund was to build up the quality of state govern- 
ment in Illinois. We disapprove of both funds, 
but for different reasons.

Is that how he would handle the 
case of an official wrongdoer if he became 
President?

The Deeper Disagreement 

France, Great Britain and the United States 
again have rejected Russian proposals for four- 
power talks on the future of Germany. But they 
have not set themselves against such a confer- 
ence. On the contrary, they would like to sched- 
ule it for next month—on terms acceptable to 
hem. 

These proposals and counter-proposals about 
Germany have fallen into an almost automatic 
pattern. The Russians want to discuss all aspects 
of the problem. The Western powers want to dis- 
cuss only the possibility of elections in both 
West and East Germany. Unless a free all-Ger- 
man government can be formed, they argue, 
there is no use discussing a treaty. Only a free 
government could participate in treaty negotia- 
tions, and the Allies are not interested in impos- 
ing on the Germans a treaty written only by 
the four occupying powers. 

The Russians say they are willing to have 
the possibility of all-German elections examined. 
But they want the investigation made either by 
the four powers or by representatives of West 
and East Germany. The latter, say the Western 
powers, would be the same as a four-power in- 
vestigation since the two sections of Germany—~ 
and especially East Germany—would be influ- 
enced by their respective occupation authorities. 
They insist on a United Nations investigation. 
And so the notes go back and forth without too 
much hope of agreement on even a first step 
toward reconstituting a united and independent 
Germany. 

The cleavage between Russia and the West 
is so deep that any kind of agreement seems out 
of the question. Germany has become the symbol 
of this impasse. There is the feeling in the West 
that the Kremlin is not really ready to loosen 
its grip on its East German puppet, that it is 
not interested in a reconstituted Germany, that 
it only wants to block the incorporation of West 
Germany in the Allied defense system. And of

Horrified by Ike’s Silence 


On the Republican side the General 
has won and lost something by events 
beyond his control. McCarthy’s landslide 
in Wisconsin may well rouse neighbor- 
ing farm states to act on the theory that 
nothing sucteeds like success. McCarthy’s 
triumph is a vindication of contemptible 
methods, and independents who were lean- 
ing to Eisenhower are duly horrified at 
the General’s careful silence about the 
Wisconsin result. 

McCarthy and Jenner have come to 
their smelly fame by maligning Gen. 
Marshall as a “front for traitors.” Many 
independents now feel that if Eisenhower 
can embrace this unsavoury couple he 
has sold his soul for a mess of politics, 
that an Eisenhower without courage to 
spurn McCarthy is no Eisenhower at all. 


But this is the oldest conflict of 
politics—that between honorable policy 
and the dubious allies who must 
sought to fulfill it. President Roosevelt’s 
first nomination was secured by an appeal 
to Huey Long’s bullying hold over his 
Southern neighbors and to Hearst’s ma- 
terial hold over California and Texas. 
And for his part, Gov. Stevenson ifs not 
likely to renounce the support of Vir- 
ginia’s Senator Harry Byrd, who is a 


diehard Republican in all but name. 


Gov. Stevenson’s troubles are a repeti- 
tion of the Democratic party’s problems 
ever since Franklin Roosevelt brought it 
back to powetr. Roughly it is the question 
of how to harness a team of four mules 
who distrust each other and walk with a 
different gait: the big city machines; the 
conservative, white-supremacy South; the 
labor unioris; and the Northern liberals 
and independents. 

Admittedly Gen. Eisenhower {s riding 
two elephants at once but their inde- 
pendent needs push them in the same 
direction. Gov. Stevenson, on the other 
hand, is going to have to decide which 
mule to abandon. And he needs all four 
of them.

A Chemical That Lives 


THE CRYSTAL HORDE, by John Taine. (Fantasy Press, 
254 pqs., $3.) 


For a good many years there were very 
few that knew that the “John Taine” who 
wrote mystery stories and science fiction 
was also Dr. Eric T. Bell, professor of 
mathematics at California Tech. Perhaps 
one of the best clues at the time was a 
shelf of his books incongruously sur- 
rounded by much heavier tomes in the 
Cal Tech library. It probably wasn’t until 
science fiction achieved popular appeal, if 
not acceptance, that his publishers were 
allowed to disclose on the book cover that 
John Taine and E. T. Bell were one and 
the same. Dr. Bell, however, has done his 
share of more serious writing under his 
real name, with more than a dozen books 
on mathematics for both the professional 
mathematician and the general public. 


In his science fiction Dr. Bell has al- 
ways shown considerable ingenuity and 
inventiveness of plot. In “The Crystal 
Horde” he hypothesizes a strange, acci- 

dental mixture of 

chemicals—including 

an Easter egg dye, a 

glazed crock, and a 

hardboiled egg — 

which form a new 
chemical crystal that 
lives and propagates.

John Teine know it, Dr. Bell 
manages to develop his plot with logic. 


Dr. Bell, however, still is unable to write 
a dialogue that sounds as if it might have 
ever been spoken, and his characters have 
about as much depth as paper dolls. His 
writing is stilted and amateurish, his many 
published books not offering proof to the 
contrary. It seems that the great cross 
that science fiction readers must bear is 
that most authors who have good ideas 
can't write, and most who can write don't 
have good ideas.

Salvaging a Human Life 
PASSPORT FOR JENNIFER, by Edward Elisberg. 

(Dodd, Mead, $2.75.) 

This is a real heart-tugger, and one that 
will raise your blood pressure too. The 
author is none other than Adm. Edward 
Elisberg, the Navy's salvage expert. Here, 
however, he is salvaging a human life, an 
English-born baby girl named Jennifer, 
whose mother had died and whose father 
wished to have her adopted by American 
friends. But a British law forbade it. En- 
ter Adm. Elisberg to unsnarl the moun- 
tains of red tape.

(AP)—John Washington Butler, 
author of Tennessee’s famous 
anti-evolution bill in 1925, died 
at his home near here last night. 
He was 76 years old. 

The bill, enacted by Tennessee’s 
Legislature, made it illegal to 
teach in public schools the theory 
that man descended from a lower 
order of animals. That was Dar- 
win’s theory of evolution. 

It resulted in 1925 in the trial 
of John Scopes, a science teacher 
in the cele- 
brated “monkey trial” case in- 
volving as legal counsel William 
Jennings Bryan on the prosecu- 
tion side and Clarence Darrow, 
internationally known Chicago 


criminal lawyer, for the defense. 


Young Scopes was convicted 
and fined $100.

29-Hour Riot.

CHESTER, Til., Sept. 25—More 
and better food for inmates of 
Menard State Prison near here 
was ordered by Warden J. J. 
-Munie today, following a 29-hour 
riot by 600 convicts. 

After the rioters were subdued 
by tear gas and shotgun fire Tues- 


‘day night, the Rev. Joseph Strze- 
es, the prison’s Catholic chaplain, 
-toured the cell blocks and talked 
-with the inmates about their 
‘grievances, i}: then advised the 
Warden that it would be “better 
tos pend a little and lay some 
food on the table, than to put 
out another $5000 ‘for locks,” 
The warden instructed the 
prison steward to “feed them a 
little heavy for a while to quiet 
this think down,” and to serve 
more solid food. One of the con- 
victs’ major demands was for 
“more meat and less gravy.” 
Food Sometimes Delayed. 
While defending the quality of 
the prison food, Munie acknowl- 
edged that food deliveries some- 
times have been delayed,  neces- 
sitating makeshift meals. Anoth- 
~er difficulty, he asserted, is that 
‘prison food orders frequently are 
cut arbitrarily by state auditing 
or purchasing officers in Spring- 
field. The current budget, set up 
early in 1951, does not take into 
account subsequent price in- 
creases, he added. 
: mers questioned by this 
Correspondent had a wide range 
of complaints. One inmate of the 
east cell house, where. the riot 
centered, said the quarters were 
poorly ventilated in summer and 
cold in winter. 


LIVE WITHOUT AID, 
ASSEMBLY IS TOLD 


Report Urges Joint Ac- 
tion to Build Economic 
Potential in Overseas 
Countries. 


STRASBOURG, France, Sept. 
25 (AP)—The European consulta- 
tive assembly was told today that 
even a closely integrated western 
Europe will never be economically 
self-supporting but will always 
need foreign help. 

This was the essence of a re- 
port of the assembly’s economic 
committee, urging a close eco- 
nomic union of all European 
states with the overseas countries 
and colonial territories held by 
some of the Council of Europe 
member states. 

Presenting the report to the as- 
sembly, German right-wing dep- 
uty Johannes Semler said Europe 
will be able to end its constant 
economic shortcomings only by 
joint action of all European states 
in building up a strong economic 
potential in these overseas coun- 
tries and dominions. 

“The economic potential of 
these countries and territories is 
in no way less than the economic 
power of either the United States 
or the Soviet Union,” Semler told 
the assembly. 

Reports on Study. | 

Quoting the findings of a group 
of experts who spent months in 
analyzing Europe’s economic pros- 
pects, Semler added: 

“The economic development of 
these overseas countries, the in- 
crease of their productivity and 
large-scale investments in their 
industries are the only basis for 
an economic and financial im- 
provement of Europe’s situation.” 

The assembly yesterday called 
for a new world-wide internation- 
al monetary conference to write 
a substitute for the Bretton Woods 
agreement. 

Its key committee also voted to 
tie together in a single package 
all Europe’s various assemblies 
working for European unification.

‘OPPORTUNITY WEEK’ IN MARKETS 


Last-of-Summer Fruits 
and Vegetables Now 
Abundant, of Excep- 
tional Quality for Can- 
ning or Stocking the 
Home Freezer. 


T’S OPPORTUNITY Week in 
the fruit and vegetable mark- 
ets. Recent warm ‘days com- 


qual- 
ity. poor, parched 
vegetables of early and mid-sum- 
mer it is a treat to see how the 
late September produce has 
brightened up. Combine such 
plenty and quality—and you have 
me cost savings and good nutri- 

nD. 

Here is a real break for the 
thrifty homemaker who wants to 
store away some of summer’s 
bounty. Instead of canning or 
preserving on a hot August day, 
she now can be about such house- 
wifely duties in comfort. 


Plentiful and cheap enough to 
be destined for preserving kettle 
or home freezer are such items as 
pole beans, string beans (right at 
the height of quality) and cab- 
bage for kraut. 


Sweet. red peppers for chow- 
chow can be had at bargain prices. 
We still have homegrown toma- 
toes which are suitable for “put- 
ting up” (the fancier ones for 
table use are coming in from 
Michigan and Ohio). ‘There is‘ 
okra to meet all demands, with 
quality that deserves the qver- 
worked adjective of “marvelous.” 

We haven't had an opportunity 
this year to get the, following 
locally-grown vegetables at the 
prices for which they are now 
being sold: string beans, beats, 
cabbage, collards, green onions 
and radishes, leaf lettuce. 


This is a lengthy season for 
eggplant, which brings 
more money by late September. 

Priced for the just-before-pay- 
day budget are all of the greens 
which are so high in nutritional 
value such as kale, turnip tops, 
mustard greens and _ spinach. 
Peppers have gone up a little 
but are still reasonable. 


Naturally, shipped vegetables 
are a little higher than our home- 
grown ones, but they also seem 
to have gotten into the spirit of 
Opportunity Week. We have more 
broccoli, celery and _ Brussels 
sprouts than we have had for 
some time. Carrots have come 
down, and cauliflower from Michi- 
gan is being positively a show-off 
in displaying its beauty. 

Some items which haven’t been 
around recently but are now 
available includes yellow plum 
tomatoes, Hubbard squash, oyster 
plant and white Icicle radishes.

Concord Grapes at Their Best 


B33 
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It’s Concord grape season—and 
that means not only that these 
juicy grapes are available but 
that, because they are at the 
height of their season, the fully- 
ripened fruit has extra flavor. 

Take advantage of Concords at 
their best by serving a grape pie 
If you want to be extra-fancy, 
make a bunch of grapes out of 
pastry dough (not as hard as it 
sounds, since each grape is simply 
a small circle arranged to form a 
bunch, then topped with cut-out 
leaves) to serve atop the pie. The 
golden-brown pastry and _ the 
amethyst-colored juice will make 
this autumn dessert as pretty as 
it is delicious. 

Don’t forget to put on the cof- 
fee pot; you'll want plenty of hot 
coffee with this. 

Concord Grape Pie. 


Four cups Coneord grapes. 

Two and one-half tablespoons 
quick-cooking tapioca. 

One cup sugar. 

One-fourth teaspoon Salt. 

ae for.two-crust nine-inch 
pie. 35 

One tablespoon butter. 

Slip skins from grapes and set 
aside. Heat pulp in saucepan 
three to four minutes. Then rub 
through a sieve to remove seeds. 
Combine pulp, skins, tapioca, 
sugar and salt. 

Line a nine-inch pie pan with 
half of the pastry rolled one- 
eighth inch thick, fluting the rim 
with fingers. 

To make grape design on top 
of. pie, roll remaining pastry one- 
eighth inch thick. Then cut out 
two grape leaves with a cooky 
cutter or use a cardboard pattern. 
Use a thimble to cut out little 
circles of pastry for the grapes. 
Fill pie shell with tapioca mix- 
ture and dot with butter. Arrange 
pastry leaves and grapes on fill- 
ing to resemble a bunch of grapes. 
Use a small oblong piece of 
pastry for the stem. Bake in hot 
oven (425 degrees F.) 45 minutes, 
or until sirup boils with heavy 
bubbles that do not burst.

Grape Puree. 


In addition to serving Concords 
for table use or putting up jelly 
for next winter, they can be 
frozen whole or as juice. 

It’s also a good idea to have 
sOMe grape puree on hand for 
use in frozen salads and desserts, 
in drinks and custards. To make 
this puree, remove grapes from 
the clusters, wash and measure 
into a large sauce pan. To each 
quart of prepared grapes add one 
cup of water and cook until 
grapes are soft. Then strain juice 
and grapes through a colander 
or food mill. The pulp mixture 
now is ready, for canning or freez- 
ing. 

If it is to be frozen, simply 
put in suitable freezing containers 
and freeze. 

To can, put in clean hot jars 
and seal. Then process in boiling 
water bath, allowing 15 minutes 
for pints and: 20 minutes for 
quarts. ‘ 

Of course you will want to turn 
some of these grapes into a sweet 
to be served with hot breads on 
cold winter mornings. Here grapes 
join forces with their first cous- 
ins, raisins: 

Grape Conserve. 


Seven cups stemmed grapes. 

Two cups raisins. 

Two cups coarsely chopped nut 
meats. 

Seven cups sugar. 

Wash the grapes and slip off 
the skins; set skins aside for later 
use. Cook the pulp 10 minutes, 
crushing the grapes as they cook. 

Remove the seeds from the pulp 
by putting it threugh a sieve. 
Chop the grape skins, nuts and 
raisins. Combine pulp, skins, sug- 
ar, nuts and raisins and divide 
this mixture into two equal parts 
to cook; heat it slowly until the 
sugar is dissolved, stirring con- 
stantly. 

Bring the mixture to a boil and 
boil rapidly /until thick, about 20

LONDON, Sept. 25 (AP) — 
Britain has decided to renew its 
invitation to Egypt to join in set- 
ting up an international body 
which would help the Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan settle its own 
future, informed officials said 
last night. 

If this effort to end the source 
of long-time British-Egyptian bit- 
terness succeeds, it would clear 
the way for Egyptian co-operation 
in the Atlantic allies’ Middle East 
defense plans. 


The British plan, first advanced 
11 months ago, when Egypt 
turned it down, would: 

1. Have the London and Cairo 
governments continue joint super- 
vision of the Sudan until the Su- 
danese settle their own future 
status. 

2. Create an international com- 
mission to supervise early Sudan- 
ese elections and to lead the Su- 
danese toward self-government. 

3. Provide for an international 
agreement pledging that the Su- | 
dan never will divert or interfere | 
with the flow of the River Nile. 
The-source of the Nile is in the 
Sudan and Egypt’s fear of an- 
other country controlling its life- 
giving waters is believed to be 
the main reason why it wants to 
unite the Sudan under its own 
crown. 

4. Set up a Nile waters develop- 
ment authority, perhaps on the 


lines of the Tennessee Valley Au- | 


thority, with the help of the World 
Bank, 

The Sudanese are to hold elec- 
tions Nov. 8 on issues affecting 
the first steps toward self-govern- 
ment.

The Ohio Senator, stumping 
Michigan for the man who de- 
feated him for the G.O.P, nomina- 
tion, said he would favor taking 
out of the labor law a provision 
which prohibits striking workers 
from voting on contract matters 
if they have been replaced in

“This is the amendment re- 
ferred to by Gen. Eisenhower as 
necessary to prevent the possible 
use of the law as a union-busting 
law,” Taft said.. “I think the 
amendment is desirable, though I 
think the fear is imaginary.” 


Before the American Federa- 


tion of Labor convention a week 
ago, Eisenhower said he favored 
the change in union voting eligi- 
bility because “America wants no 
law licensing union-busting and 
neither do I.” 

Taft suggested that as a rem- 
edy the National Labor Relations 
Board decide the question of 
eligibility. 

Denies Any ‘Symbolism.’ 

Answering Gov. Adlai E. Ste- 
venson’s statements that the law 
should be repealed because of its 
“political symbolism,” Taft said: 

“The only political symbolism 
of the Taft-Hartley law is that 
labor unions and theif officials 
shall not have special privileges 
of arbitrary power unrestrained 
by law. Unless such ‘political 
symbolism’ is retained there will 
no longer be justice or equality 
or liberty in the United States. 
Mr. Murray and Mr. Green will 
be our bosses.” 

In a point-by-point defense of 
the Jaw he sponsoréd in the Sen- 
ate, Taft declared the Democratic 
nominee was “talking through his 
hat” when he said the law was 
filled with “ugly sneers” at labor 
unions. 

“The whole basis of the law 
was free and representative col- | 
lective bargaining without gov-. 
ernment dictation,” he said. “Un- | 
der the Wagner Act (which Taft- | 
Hartley amends), the NLRB was | 
forced to intervene in almost 
every strike as a partisan of la-. 
bor, and in fact came to regard | 
itself as the agent of a crusade 
to put a union, and the CIO union 
at that, into every industrial 
plant in the United States.” 


‘Playing for Labor Vote.’ 

Taft accused Gov. Stevenson of 
“playing for the labor vote” in 
demanding outright repeal al- 
though “he makes it perfectly 
clear that all he really wants is 
to amend Taft-Hartley.” 

He said that Stevenson favors 
restoration of the closed shop, 
outlawed by Taft-Hartley, in the 
maritime industry, the building 
trades and printing trades. 

“It is hard to see how he could 
do it in these cases without doing 
it in all industry. He doesn’t use 
the word ‘closed shop’ becaues he 
knows that the American people 
are opposed to the closed shop 
and that he would be completely 
discredited if they knew he was 
advocating its return,” Taft said.

If prohibition of the closed 
shop has resulted in “bootleg | 
agreements” as alleged by Ste- 
venson, “it is simply because Mr. 
‘Truman in this field, as in many 
others, has simply refused to en- 
force the law which is on the 
statute book,” he said. 

‘Different Definition.’ 

Taft said he agreed with Ste- 
venson “in some minor respects” 
that the definition of a secondary 
boycott is too broad, “but we 
found the writing of a correct 
defintion exceedingly difficult.” 

“Here again, however, Mr. 
Stevenson indicates an intention 
to legalize practically all second- 
ary boycotts while he is afraid 
to say so openly because the 
public doesn’t approve that kind 
of strong-arm tactics,” Taft said. 

The Ohio Senator said that al- 
though Stevenson preaches 
against the injunctive clause in 
Taft-Hartley “there is no doubt 
that when he advocates seizure, 
he is also advocating an injunc- 
tion.”

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 25 (AP)

Investigations were started by 
the federal police, the communi- 
cations ministry, the federal at- 
torney general, the military po- 
lice and the aviation line. One in- 
vestigator said, the FBI in the 
United States would be asked to 
check whether any of the nine 
Americans aboard had taken out 
any life insurance recently. 

The agent said the investigators 
would try to find out if any of 
the passengers had political ene- 
mies. 

(The United Press reported that 
Government experts said the blast 
“definitely” was caused “by ex- 
plosives planted in the baggage.” 

(Company officials said traces 
of powder were found in the 
cargo compartment but they could 
not determine in which piece of 
luggage the explosive was 
planted.) 

Dr. Mankin credited the pilot 
with saving the lives of those 
aboard.

There really is no rational reason why Durante 
can get away with that opening—“You Got to 
Start Off Each Day With a Song’—which has 
varied hardly at all in 20 years, or with his clos- 
ing piano-smashing act which has not changed at 
all in decades. Still, those are the best parts of 
the show; it’s only when the writers get underfoot 
that Durante loses a bit of his momentum. When 
reason enters the door, a large part of the gaiety 
flies out the window. 

It was a wonderful show anyhow, this first 
Durante epic of the year. Among other things, 
it introduced Phil Harris to the TV cameras for 
the first time and Harris, to the surprise of no 
one, proved to be as generally disreputable and 
thoroughly engaging as he is on radio, which is 
saying quite a lot. ?

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~ Frozen, It's Available All Year Around; Some Ways to Cook It

HE swordfish is a large fish 

which flourishes in the warm 

seas. If often reaches 600 
pounds in weight. It is purplish 
in color with a snout which is 
prolonged to form .a long, flat 
sword and a very powerful weap- 
on it is indeed. It thinks nothing 
of attacking whales with its sword, 
and it is not uncommon for sev- 
eral swordfish, mistaking a ship 
for a whale, to attack the ship. 
They can use the sword with such 
force that they go right through 
a heavy piece of timber. In order 
to get free the fish has to break 
the sword off short. As a matter 
of fact in the Natural History 
Museum of London there is a 
piece of timber, less than a foot 
square, containing the broken 
ends of three swordfish swords. 

The swordfish is also good to 
eat. Excellent, in fact. It has 
long been highly prized as some- 
thing of a gourmet’s item, and 
before the days of frozen foods 
it was seasonal and expensive. 
But nowadays it’s available to all, 
the year around. The meat is 
delicious and easy to prepare in a 
variety of ways, one of which is 
broiled, to wit: 

Preheat your broiling compart- 
ment for 10 minutes. Spread the 
swordfish steaks with butter and 
put them on the grill or in a 
shallow pan about three inches 
from the flame. Broil them until 
they're light brown, which means 
about three to four minutes on

We have two children, 
the oldest three years and the baby 11 months tomorrow, 
and I live in constant terror for fear we will have another 
because I have been told that a drunkard’s children may be 
imbeciles or otherwise affected. My babies seem all right 
so far, but every time I look at them I can’t help a sinking 
heart for fear they may be doomed in this way. Is it true, 
Dr. Popenoe? Does liquor affect all babies created by a 
drunken father?”

WHAT CHANCE such children have of ever reaching 


adulthood unhurt by such a home atmosphere is something 
else to ponder. Usually, it is not good. In many outstanding 
instances, children have risen above their environment and 
become better grownups than their fathers, by a long way. 

“But the enormity of the odds against them is shown 
in the latest figures of the United States Department of 
Commerce which prove that Americans spent on alcoholic 
beverages last year one half the amount they spent on 
clothing, including shoes. Considering the millions of us 
‘who spent nothing, it is plain that other millions spent more 
than the statistics indicate. 

These figures speak grimly of the misery and terror that 
afflict so many homes; and behind them lie countless tales 
of the neglect and abuse of children. These dollars did not 
go for food, clothing, shelter, education, medical care and 
comforts. They did not foster love—quite the opposite. They 
destroyed security, health and happiness. 

But, with all this drinking, the heredity of the children 
was not changed by it and no imbeciles resulted (provided, 
again, that there was no feeble-mindedness in either parent).

“SMALL FRY” 


‘small fry’ apply to chil-

The answer is that “small fry” 
is essentially a reference to chil- 
dren, but it may be used either 
way. Indeed, the application of 
the metaphor to the unimportant 
or inconsequential in almost any 
category has distinguished prece- 
dent in an allusion to battleships! 
Horace Walpole, one of the stars 
of eighteenth century English let- 
ters, wrote: ‘“‘We have burned two 
frigates, and a hundred and twenty 
small fry.” 


What is most interesting about 
this expression is that it is not 
slang but the most academic Eng- 
lish. “Fry” is a good Old English 
word for seed—descendants. And 
so it has served for centuries in 
the sense of progeny. Witness 
Shakespeare’s celebrated line: 
“What, you egg! Young fry of 
treachery!” 

The Old French “fraye,” mean- 
ing spawning, enters here because 
of its apparent influence on the 
usage of “small fry” as it is un- 
derstood in zoology to designate 
the young of any fish. From the 
sense of a brood of young, or. 
small things in general, came the 
idea of swarms or crowds, as an- 
other connotation. of “fry”—espe- 
cially a swarm of little fishes.

The Rorschach Test 


By Frances Ilg, M.D., and Louise Ames, Ph.D.

E should from time to time like to describe to our readers 
Wis a few of the most effective and most widely known 

psychological tests which we use at the Gesell Institute, 
and which the clinics in your own part of the country very 
probably use. 

When you know what these tests are, it will allow us to 
refer to them occasionally in explaining to you our findings 
about individual children. It will also help you to keep up 
to date as to how far psychology has advanced in its ability 
to understand and to help you understand your own children. 
For these tests apply to the normal as well as to the atypical, 
or troubled, child. 

. -— = 

THE DAY WHEN figuring out the child’s 1.Q. was the 
main task of the child psychologist is far in the past. Among 
the new and really good tests which now can tell us about the 
child’s personality as well as his intelligence, is the Rorschach 
ink-blot test. 

This test consists of 10 standard cards, each of them 
showing a large black and white, or colored, ink-blot. These 
blots are like the ones you may have made as a child by 
dropping a blot of ink onto one side of a piece of paper, 
folding the paper in two, and then opening it up so that 
you had a double image. 

Like the blots you used to make, the Rorschach blots 
are not pictures of anything, and do not represent anything. 
They are just shapeless blots. 

In taking the test you merely tell what they look like 
to you. There are no right or wrong answers. So, since the 
blots really represent nothing, in responding, you. project 
onto this shapeless material ideas that are in your own mind. 
And what you project reveals to the trained psy chologist what 
your personality is like. 

eee, 

TRAINED RORSCHACH TESTERS have given enough of 
these tests to enough different people—children and adults 
alike—so they now have a pretty good idea of what kind of 
people give the different kinds of responses. 

From your response, that is, simply from what you see 
as you look at these ink-blots, it seems to be possible to tell 
how you are adjusting to the world around you, and how well 
you are adjusting to it. We can also get a reasonably good 
idea of your intelligence. 

The Rorschach shows particularly whether you are extra- 
versive or intraversive, how you use your intelligence, how 
sensitive or insensitive you are. It can tell particularly how 
much inner drive you have and whether your own inner drive 
or what goes on around you is most influential in determining 
your behavior,

Fix It Yourself

Protecting Interior Walls. 


HERE are some improperly 
My applied interior walls that will 

crack and some will bulge and 
buckle but most of the ailments 
that attack these items are more 
or less man-made. For example 
there is the door that gets 
slammed open too many times and 
eventually the door knob puts a 
nice round hole through the ad- 
joining wall. And if it doesn’t 
make a hole it at least makes a 
pretty deep dent. The solution to 
this one is a door stop either 
on the floor or baseboard to keep 
the door a safe distance from the 
wall. 

Next to doors, chairs are the 
worst offenders as far as walls 
are concerned. People just love 
to tilt back in chairs and eventu- 
ually there is a nice deep gouge 
on the wall where the back edge 
of the chair has cut in. Maybe 
you’ can keep people from tilting 
back but just pushing a chair 
against a wall will often do dam- 
age at least to the wall finish. 
One solution to this problem is a 
chair rail—a strip of molding 
around the wall at chair height 
that protects the wall from the 
chair. Another less drastic cure 
is to put little cloth or leather 
covered tacks in the 
chairs against walls.

When North didn’t double 
three spades, South got the im- 
pression that most of North’s 
values lay outside of the spade 
suit, and so South ventured four 
clubs. 

West opened the spade deuce, 
dummy’s 10 forced East’s ace, and 
declarer ruffed. In a rush to dis- 
card a heart, declarer crossed to 
the diamond ace, pitched a heart 
on the spade king, then led the 
low trump. East put in the 10; 
South won with the queen, cashed 
the club ace and threw East in- 
with a trump. The net result of 
all this, however, was that South 
lost six tricks, and so suffered a 
500-point penalty. 

South was in far too great a 
hurry to get rid of a heart. The 
diamond ace should have been 
used for a better purpose—to 
take a diamond finesse to the 
jack. On the very informative 
bidding, it was odds-on that West 
had five hearts but that he didn’t 
have both top honors, hence, East 
was marked with the blank ace 
or possibly the blank king. The 
right plan, then, was to finesse 
diamonds without cashing . the 
spade king, to lay down the dia- 
mond king, thus stripping East 
of that suit, and to lead a low 
heart from the South hand, 
throwing East on lead. East’s 
best return is a club honor. South 
takes the finesse, cashes the 
trump ace, and leads the trump 
deuce. East would have been. 
wise to throw an honor on de- 
clarer’s trump ace, then to get 
off lead by returning the five- 
spot," but South can decline this 
gift—he can keep East in by un- 
derplaying the club five, and East 
must then lead up to dummy’s 
spades, letting South throw off 
both his hearts, and incidentally, 
making the contract.

“Progress Sharing Can Mean 
Industrial Peace.” 

The last sentences read: “As 
an engineer, I believe that col- 
lective bargaining, based on 
scientific principles, combined 
with an honest regard for the 
welfare of our fellow workmen, 
can minimize if not eliminate 
industrial strife. I believe that 
scientific principles can bring 
us to a peaceful and productive 
solution of the industry-labor 
problems of collective bargain- 
ing.” 

Wilson points out in the very 
beginning that collective bar- 
gaining without some kind of 
good-will philosophy behind it 
may lead nowhere in keeping 
the industrial peace. I think 
many of us have felt for a long 
time that strikes should always 
be the very last resort. In an 
industrial dispute when you ar- 
rive at the point where a strike 
is necessary you are paralleling 
the point that nations reach 
when they decide on war. If we 
can find a way to obviate strikes 
it may well serve as a basis for 
obviating wars, since industrial 
difficulties are not so very dif- 
ferent from the difficulties that 
face nations.
